fashion, ev ery one called him “ Father 
V idal,’’ more from respect than from 
familiarity, for we all knew what an 
honorab le and self sacrificing life ho led 
in his little homo on Grenollo st-ect, 
when he snppotted a widowed sister, 
with sev eral children. 
They all man 
aged to liv e comfortab ly on his little 
pension and earnings from his writing 
— three thousand francs for fiv e persons. 
For all that, V idal’s ov ercoats—those 
coats whose left sleev e was fastened to 
the third b utton—were as carefully 
b rushed as if he were to lie present at a 
rev iew b y the inspector general, and 
the worthy man attached so much im­ 
portance to b is red rib b on, always m w, 
that he remov ed it from his b uttonhole 
when 
he carried 
a package in the 
streets. 
As I, too, at that time liv ed in the 
modest sub urb s south of Paris, I often

two drinks I « In ild hav e learned noth 
ing, after all, for Vidal looked at me 
suspiciously almost,

regaining 
courage, lie said in a firm v oice; 
“ Well, yes, I will tell you. 
You are 


au honest, well educated young man. 1 
| hav e confidence in you, and when I am 
through I want you to tell me with 
yuur hand upon your heart whether I 
did right in acting as I did. 
Let me 
think where to commence. 
" I cannot tell you his name, for he 
is still liv ing, b ut J will eaii him b y 
the nickname we gav e him in the regi­ 
ment. La ¡Soif (thirst). 
Yes, we called 
him La Soif, and he did not steal the 
name. 
It b elonged to him, for he was 
not one of those to run away from the 
canteen, and he could drink 12 little 
glasses for the 12 strokes of noon.

He re-en­ 
listed, took his b ounty money and went

b earing the inscription, ‘Knjoy yourself 
while you m ay.’ 
He was b rought hack 
to the b arracks with his head cut open 
b y a sab er stroke. 
He had b een in a 
drunken row where one of the party 
b ad b een killed. 
“ He recov ered, was put ill the guard­ 
house far 15 days and lost his sergeant’s 
stripes. 
It was the second tame they 
had b een taken aw ay from him. 
If he 
had b ehav ed himself, he would hav e 
b een an officer long b efore, for he came 
of a good family and was well educated. 
A fter this affair, howev er, he lost his 
decorations and did not get them hack 
until 18 months later, through the in ­ 
dulgence of our captain, who was old 
in the African serv ice and had b een an 
eyewitness of La ,Soif’s b rav ery.

Well, here we are down on the ice, 
and the dog -, impa tient to start. Let me 
describ e. Th* iled consists of a nar­ 
row b ox four feet long, the front half b e­ 
ing cov ered or b oxed in, mounted on a 
floor eight feet long resring on runners. 
In this b ox the passenger sits, wrapped 
in rab b it skins so that he can hardly 
mov e, his b eud and shoulders only pro­ 
jecting. In front aDd b ehind and on top 
of the b ox is placed all the luggage, 
cov ered w ith canv as and securely lash­ 
ed to withstand all the jolting and pos­ 
sib le upsets, uu^ oar snowshoes are 
w ithin ea sy reach. 
Au important item is the dog whip, 
terrible to the dog if used b y a skillful 
hand and terrible to the user if he be a 
nov ice, for he is sure to ha lf strang le 
himself or to hurt his own face with the 
business end of the lash. 
The 
whip 
I measured had a handle i) inches long 
and lash 30 feet and weighed 4 pounds. 
Th< lash was of folded and plaited seal 
hide and for 5 feet from the handle 
measured 5 inch' - round; then for 14 
feet it gradually tapered off, ending in 
a single thong half an inch thick and 
I I feet long. 
Wonderful the dexterity 
w ith which a driv er can pick out u dog 
and almost a spot on a dug, with this 
lash! The lash must b e trailing at full 
length b ehind, when a jerk and turn of 
the wrist cause it to fly forward, the 
thick part first and the tapering end 
continuing the motion till it is at full 
length in front, and the lash making 
the fur fly from the v ictim. 
But often 
it is made to crack ov er the heads of the 
dogs as a warning. 
The 11 dogs were harnessed to the 
front of the sled, each b y a separate 
thong of seal 
hide, all of different 
lengths, fastened to a light canv as har­ 
ness. The near« st dog was ab out Jo feet 
from the sled and the leader, w ith b ells 
on her, ab out 50 feet, the thongs thus 
increasing in length b y ab out 3 feet. 
When the thong is good, the dogs spread 
out like the fingers of a hand, b ut when 
the snow is deep they fall into each 
other’s tracks in almost single file. 
As 
they continually cross and recross each 
other, the thongs get gradually plaited 
almost up to the rearmost dog, when a 
halt is called, the flogs are made to lie 
down, and the driv er carefully disen­ 
tangles them, taking care that no dog 
gets away meanwhile. They are guided 
b y th« * v oice, using “ H u sk y"— that is, 
Eskimo—words: “ C hv k,"gotothe right; 
“ A rrah,” 
10 the left, " a n d “ H oit," 
straight on. 
But often one of the men 
must run ah» ad on snowshoes for the 
dogs to follow him. — London (Ont.)

However, she*has returned her in-dg- 
nia to St. Petersburg, saying that she 
could not hold rank in a fleet that had 
fired upon the Greeks, and by this act 
has made herself more than over the 
idol of the G reek people.
